Mills to refrain from all comment and 
keep to the evidence. 


The first hour of Mr. Milis^, sum- 


mary was devoted to an arraignment 
o! the methods used by die prosecu- 
tion. He said the stafe had presented 
its case unjustly and unfairly charg- 
ing that witnesses for i.ne qtate had 
been improperly coached. He pointec 
out that 72 witnesses had been heard 


by the grand Jury wtnle OnT* 32 had 
been cal;ed before the trial jury.

"Great care will be exercised," tho 


report states, "in the selection of the 
animals to be admitted into the ex- 
perimental area for it must be remem- 
bered that even if a dog shows no act- 
ive symptoms of the disease, it may bo 
a carrier, i, e,. have the infection la- 
tent in its system, and may be capable 
of coveying the 
infection 
to 
other 


dogs. It will also require great care 
in the selection of the dogs to insure 
their freedom from any acquired im- 
munity; for the presence of such ani- 
mals would spoil life whole work of 
the investigators and render it incon- 
clusive. 


"Such fin investigation must neces- 


sarily involve much time and patient 
labor; in a work like this no sudden or 
dramatic conclusion can be looked for;
